Jack Harvard 


Jack H arvard outpolled Cecil 
Grattafiori to win a spot on the Plano 
City Council while incumbent Tom 
Hughston retained his position on the 
PISD 
School 
Board 
beating 
challenger Clyde Siebman. 


Y esterday’s City Council-School 
Board runoff election pulled in a 
heavier-than-expected voter turnout 
with 1514 votes cast in the Council 
balloting and 1441 cast for the School 
Board. Forty-nine votes in the Council 
race and 18 in the School Board race 
were from absentee balloting. 


Harvard garnished 855 total votes to 
Grattafiori’s 659 More than twice as 
many persons voted on the Westside of 
Plano than did voters on the eastside. 


Harvard earned 588 votes in Westside 
balloting and 137 on the eastside while 
Grattafiori had 369 Westside votes and 
271 eastside votes 
Thirty persons 
voted absentee tor Harvard and 19 
voted for his opponent. 
The School Board race was a little 
closer with Hughston winning by 115 
votes-778 to Siebman’s 663. The 
w estside-eastside 
split 
showed 
Hughston with 507 and Siebman with 
451 on the Westside and Hughston with 
256 and Siebman with 202 on the 
eastside. Siebman earned IO and 
Hughston had eight absentee votes. 
City councilman-elect Harvard will 
be sworn in at the Apr. 25 City Council 
meeting and Hughston will take his 
oath of office Tuesday night.

Student and senior citizen tickets are $2 for all six homes or 75 cents in­ 
dividually.

With praise for the pride that

Norm ally there are very few 
bacteria found in the urine. This is 
due to the fairly rapid expulsion of 
urine from the bladder and the fact 
that the body doesn't exactly cotton 
to this problem so it has its own 
system for fighting bacteria.

There are several factors that 
can promote the occurance of UTI 
in susceptable individuals. First is 
incomplete emptying of the urine 
from 
the 
bladder. 
When

happens some of the bacteria are 
left 
and 
they 
just 
keep 
on 
multiplying just like they had good 
sense. For this reason people who 
have UTI or are susceptable to it 
should 
drink 
large 
volumes 
of 
water which would aid in frequent 
and complete voiding of* urine. 
Other things that cause 
UTI 
range all the way from diabetes to 
old age, from kidney dam age to 
urinary tract obstructions. These 
obstructions can be in the form of 
kidney 
stones, 
tumors, 
foreign 
bodies, 
such 
as 
catheters 
or 
anything that would slow down the 
complete and rapid expulsion of 
urine.

The Edwards home is one 
of the “newest” old houses 
on the tpur. Jim and Jean 
Edwards 
purchased 
the 
house a year ago but they did 
not move in until this past 
December. They are still 
completing 
a 
few 
minor 
items of restoration such as 
wallpapering some of the 
rooms, but they say that 95 
percent of the work is done. 
“ The house was quite 
sound when we bought it,” 
explained Jim Edwards. 
“Basically, our attitude has 
been 
to 
do 
as 
much 
restoration and preservation 
as 
possible. 
The 
only 
modernization we did was to 
put in central heat and air 
and a modem kitchen.” 
Much of the refurbishing 
work on the old Carpenter 
house was sub-contracted, 
but Edwards said that he 
and his family did most of 
the 
“ dirty, 
nitty-gritty 
work” themselves. He called 


the undertaking a “family” 
project and said that his wife 
and children all took a part 
in the restoration. 
An immense amount of 
work was necessary to make 
the 
4400-square 
foot 
two 
stories livable. The house 
contains an additional 1000 
to 1200 square feet in a third 
story which will later be 
converted to a sleep loft and 
game room. 
One of the biggest jobs, 
according to Edwards, was 
re-doing the floors of the 
house—stripping them to 
reveal the natural hardwood 
floors. In the kitchen alone, 
Edwards removed six layers 
of flooring before reaching 
the original hardwood. 
One of the biggest ad­ 
justments the Edwards have 
had to make to their new 
home is getting used to the 
limited amount of wall space 
in the house. Since there are 
more than 50 windows, 30 
doors and 15 transoms in the 
house, there is not much 
room to place furniture 
against the walls. 
Also, in all four of the large 
downstairs rooms, there are 
seven sides to each room— 
another fact that causes a 
few 
interior 
decorating 
problems

things about living in an 
almost century-old house is 
researching the history of 
the home. Although called 
the C arpenter home for 
dozens of years, the house 
was originally built by Col. 
Henry 
C. 
Overaker, 
who 
bought the lot for $354 in 1893 
and took three years to hand- 
build his home. 
After living in the house on 
16th St. 
until 
1919, the 
Overakers sold it to the G.E. 
Carpenter family who lived 
there for some 35 years. 
Gipson Edgar Carpenter 
(known as “ Gip” ) was one of 
Plano’s leading citizens. He 
was 
the 
son 
of 
Captain 
Robert W. and Lizzie Ann 
Carpenter, early settlers in 
the Bethany community rn. 
North Texas. Gip was one or 


the first graduates in 1877 of 
Add Rann College, later to 
becom e T exas Christian 
University. He later taught 
there before returning to 
Collin County to practice 
law. 
Two descendants of Gip 
Carpenter—Cecil Carpenter 
and Doris Thompson—still 
live in Plano. 
All the homes on the Plano 
Preservation Assn. Tour of 
Homes have long and in­ 
teresting histories which will 
be detailed to tour 
par­ 
ticipants. While viewing the 
houses next Sunday, citizens 
will not only get a nostalgic 
look at Plano’s past, but will

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Advertising Is 
Company’s Duty 


(Editor’s Note: The following is reprinted with permission 
from Southwestern Electric Power Co. Magazine.) 
Amidst the anti-utility voices of today is heard a con­ 
tinuing and penetrating cry - one which supposedly favors 
the consumer, yet in reality will result in a cruel and ex­ 
pensive joke to be played upon them. It is indeed a cry which 
should frighten all free thinking Americans. The cry which is 
heard demands the forced cessation of all utility advertising. 
It calls for a halt in the utility’s right to communicate with its 
customers and an end to a customer ’s right to expect such an 
exchange. 
This cry, this demand is being made in the name of dollar- 
savings to the customer. When facts and actual expenditures 
are not presented and studied, this is indeed a popular 
position of advocacy. 
But, communications with customers is a right and 
responsibility which SWEPCO will defend and pursue 
vigorously. 
Looking at the question from the opposite viewpoint, it is a 
safe assumption that were communications eliminated 
SWEPCO customers would have valid reason to feel the 
Company was being evasive and unresponsive to interests 
and needs; that the Company was unconcerned as to safe 
and intelligent use of electricity and the effects of such use 
on costs - costs to both the customer and the Company. 
So communicate we must. And the most economical 
vehicle to utilize in this effort is advertising. Use of the 
media permits the Company to reach vast numbers of 
consumers at a lower cost than any other form of com­ 
munication. 
For example, to direct mail a single note in an envelope to 
each of our 300,000 customers would cost approximately 
$39,300. If we may assume that one such message per month 
would be the minimum amount of information necessary to 
keep our customers reasonably informed of Company ac­ 
tivities affecting their electric energy supply, use and cost 
then our annual expenditure would approximate $470,000 for 
postage and stationery alone—a per customer expenditure 
of 13 cents a month. 
With $470,000 SWEPCO could have almost doubled its 
advertising program for 1975. In that year, the Company 
spent approximately $290,000 on advertising or ap­ 
proximately 8 cents per month per customer. With this

Another portion of the advertising message is directed to 
the wise and efficient use of electricity. This may be ac­ 
complished through the utilization of proven energy saving 
devices such as the heat pump, appliances with high energy 
efficiency ratios and the concepts incorporated into the 
Energy Efficient Home program. Without such customer- 
oriented advertising most consumers would be unaware of 
the simple, as well as complicated, techniques available in 
the battle to get the most out of their energy dollar. 
Yet another area touched by SWEPCO advertising is that 
of customer safety and convenience. Though electricity is 
one of man’s greatest servants, it must also be handled in a 
safe manner. Through advertising customers have been 
made aware of possible dangers faced when erecting 
television or CB antennae, load limits of circuits and-safe 
construction practices and procedures. 
Of course, there is the argument that an electric utility is a 
monopoly and therefore does not need to advertise for people 
to use its product. SWEPCO recognizes that in most areas 
we serve we are the only electric utility company. But most 
of our messages today are not geared to promoting any 
additional use of our product.

In the no-nonsense world of Soviet commerce, no fishing 
vessel sent 10,000 miles into the over-fished coastal waters of 
the United States will likely return home lightly loaded. So 
there was probably a touch of truth in the contention of Soviet 
diplomats that their fishermen at first underrated the risks of 
getting caught by the Coast Guard with forbidden hauls in the 
vast waters now regulated by the United States to a distance 
of 200 miles from its shores. 
In the no-nonsense world of Soviet law, however, there is a 
long-standing — and constitutional — stricture that special 
penalties await any Soviet citizen whose wrongful conduct 
has the added drawback of causing embarrassment to the 
state in relations with a foreign government. 
That fact should suffice to let the Carter Administration 
understand where it must place responsibility for the 
repeated tests of its patience by Soviet fishing vessels 
poaching on the newly claimed fishing grounds — claims 
identical to the Soviet assertion of control to 200 miles at sea. 
The Coast Guard had issued 60 warnings to Soviet vessels in 
recent weeks and three times last week sought permission to 
seize offending ships. One vessel and some cargo of another 
were finally seized because, President Carter said, “we had 
to draw the line somewhere.” There will be court hearings 
and perhaps fines for the erring masters, as if these em­ 
ployes of a Soviet state corporation were merely private 
entrepreneurs. 
Now that the Soviet fishermen know they will be boarded, 
inspected and arrested if necessary, and now that Soviet 
diplomats are on notice that the new American law will be 
enforced, the place to draw the line is in Moscow, with the 
Soviet government, as the State Department did yesterday. 
The Coast G*ard can do without these tedious pursuits at sea. 


Our courts can do without this extra burden of cases And tile 
cause of Soviet-Ameriean relations can do without the 
h e a d lin e s of Americans “capturing” Russians in the herring 
wars. The question is not whether the I lilted States is able to 
police its waters but whether the Soviet Union wishes to 
police its own agents.

It is with a mixture of shock and disgust that we hear our 
own State Department dismiss a law as just “a collection of 
words.” 
All Americans, even those far removed from the im­ 
mediate effect of the 200-mile fishing limit, must bt1 filled 
with dismay by this suggestion that the State Department o! 
this nation has sunk to the Soviet level. 
The Kremlin made it abundantly clear many years ago 
that it regards any treaty, pact, accord, agreement, law or 
other document as just “a collection ot words 
It does what 
it wants to do when it wants to do it with complete disregard 
for any agreement and with the utmost contempt for world 
opinion. 
But when the State Department defends its gutless action 
in refusing to permit the Coast Guard to seize Soviet trawlers 
which have seriously violated the new 200-mile fishing zone 
by dismissing die limit as a “collection of words, 
it is 
callous and arrogant.

Sens. Barry Goldwater. RAriz.. and Lowell Whicker, R- 
Conn., among others, have called the Senate’s new ethic code 
a sham. To a degree, they’re right, though the code does go a 
lot further than any previous code ol conduct for senators, 
and does peel off some of the heretofore jealously guarded 
layers of secrecy which shielded the privileged lives of 


senators from public scrutiny. 
The most controversial part of the code, and the one that 
brought the most violent objections, limits senators' outside 
earned income to no more than 15 per cent of their Senate 
salary, or $8,625 a year. 
Perhaps the feature of the code which most earned the 
description, “sham,’’ however, is its provision for en­ 
forcement. That is in the hands of a sixman Senate Ethics 
Committee, three of whose members were strongly opposed 
to its passage. Skeptics are saying that when it comes down 
to disciplining a senator, the code will prove to have more 
bark than bite.

An impressive list of nominees for ambassadorships was 
announced last week by President Carter. The President 
acted on recommendations of his new advisory board on 
ambassadorial appointments, and it appears the board had 
done its work well. 
On the list were Kingman Brewster, the president of Yale, 
as Ambassador to the Court of St. James; former Princeton 
President Robert F. Goheen, for India (where he was born), 
and three veteran members of the Foreign Service. These 
last selections must be particularly heartening to State 
Department professionals, indicating as they do that service 
in the department will be rewarded by embassy posts, and 
veering from the past practices of giving ambassadorships to 
political contributors. 
Perhaps the most welcome was the nomination of former 
U S. Senator Mike Mansfield, of Montana, to the embassy in 
Japan The senator, an expert on Far East affairs, is simply 
too valuable a resource to this nation to be allowed to spend 
his years in his beloved Big Sky country. 


The Dallas Morning News 
For the draft dodgers of the Vietnam era there is presiden­ 
tial pardon. For the Chicago Seven there is judicial absolu­ 
tion on grounds their right to a fair trial was breached. But 
for John J. Kearney, late of the FBI, there is the prospect of 
up to 25 years in federal prison. 
Kearney, former chief of a special antiterrorist squad, has 
been indicted by a federal grand jury on charges of illegally 
tapping telephones and opening mail. Further indictments of 
FBI personnel are being freely predicted. What a disgusting 
and disheartening way to treat men who, far from trying to 
destroy their country, were endeavoring to save it. 
Technically, the evidence may point to indictment. For a 
quarter of a century, the FBI, acting on J. Edgar Hoover’s 
orders, undertook illegal breakins and burglaries aimed at 
catching or exposing enemy agents. Such practices were 
formally discontinued by Hoover in 1966. Whether he 
authorized or winked at their revival in the terrorist-ridden 
early ‘70s we do not know. WTiat is plain is that if Kearney is 
guilty, so are countless other agents. Are we to be scrupulous 
only about the rights of 1970-style terrorists? Let us hunt 
down and prosecute the G-men who so flagrantly violated the 
rights of Nazi spies and Soviet agents. 
The truth is that illegal acts by law-enforcement bodies are 
not pleasant to contemplate. Far better that the Bureau 
should have congressional permission to do the things it did 
prior to 1966 and did, so the grand jury says, from 1970-72. 
But this, for the moment, is a peripheral point. The main 
point is that government agents should not have to take the 
rap for the violence and disorder of the ‘60s and ‘70s. 
Whatever his putative sins. Kearney was fighting for his 
country. That is more than one can say for the radicals he 
hoped to catch, or for the draft-dodgers who presently bask in 
presidential favor.

It you’re in 
doubt as to freshness when you use a spice, note 
the aroma If the aroma is weak, the spice is old 
and should be replaced

Cargo passing through 
ports on the Texas Gulf 
Coast continued to increase 
last year. By year-end, trade 
in the Houston Customs 
Region was up 15 percent 
over the year before. 
The region, made up of 
Texas, 
Oklahoma, 
New 
Mexico, Colorado, and part 
of Louisiana, is served 
mainly through Texas ports. 
At the Port of Houston, 
cargo topped the 90 million- 
ton mark. And with com­ 
pletion of the port’s $55 
million Barbours Cut con­ 
tainer facility, tonnage is 
expected to increase further. 
Shipments in the customs 
region totaled nearly $2.4 
billion in December. A year 
before, they had totaled less 
than $2.1 billion. 
But while shipments in­ 
creased, the direction of net 
flow changed. Long a region 
of surplus trade, the South­ 
west ran a deficit last year. 
The change coincides with 
recovery from the 1974-75 
recession 
The flow of goods from 
overseas began picking up 
about 
mid-1975. 
In 
the 
second half of that year, it 
increased 15 percent. In the 
first half, when the recession 
was bottoming out, the flow 
had dropped off nearly seven 
percent. 
Last year, with business 
continuing to improve in the 
Southwest, the flow in­ 
creased about a third. 
G en erally, 
however, 
imports had been on the rise 
all along The rise was just 
sharper after mid-1975, and 
especially after the decline 
earlier that year. 
The big change came, also 
in the second half of 1975, 
with the region’s loss of 
growth in exports. 
Exports began tapering off 
that fall. From $1.18 billion 
in October 1975, they fell to 
$1.16 billion in December. A 
year later, they were still at 
that level. 
Most of the increase in 
imports was, of course, in 
oil. 
Petroleum accounted for 
less than half the value of 
shipments into the region in 
June 1975. But with the rise 
in OPEC prices and more oil 
being bought overseas, by 
the end of 1976, oil accounted 
for nearly three-fourths of 
the imports. 
Much of the region’s shift 
to 
a 
deficit 
position, 
however, was due to changes 
in agricultural trade. 
Where, from mid-1975 to 
the end of 1976, oil imports 
increased about 80 percent, 
the rise in agricultural 
imports was closer to 85 
percent. 
For some products, the 
increase was due mainly to 
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I 
'IST >5 
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higher prices The value of 
coffee imports, for example. 
more than tripled, rising 
roughly with prices of raw 
coffee. 
Imports of bananas nearly 
doubled, with higher prices 
accounting for about a fourth 
of the increase. 
But not all prices of 
agricultural imports were 
up. By the end of 1976, sugar 
prices were only a third of 
what they had been 18 
months before. 
Overall, the increase in 
agricultural imports was 
about the same, whether 
counted in terms of physical 
units or dollar value. 
For all the increase in 
imports of oil, the total of 
nonfarm imports increased 
only about 50 percent. And 
when allowances were made 
for the increase in oil im­ 
ports, the rise was only a 
little over a third. 
That was not far off from 
the region’s pre-recession 
trend in imports. 
Much of the loss in exports 
was also due to changes in 
agricultural shipments. 
Though 
shipments 
of 
goods 
other 
than 
ag ricu ltu ral 
products 
sagged after October 1975, 
they did not drop far. They 
just did not pick up again. 
What strength could be 
found in nonfarm shipments 
came almost entirely from 
chemical sales, most of 
which 
represented 
a 


recycling of petroleum back 
into world markets. 
By the end of 1976, ship­ 
ments of chemicals had 
increased nearly 40 percent. 
Where they had accounted 
for less than a fifth of the 
region’s 
nonagricultural 
exports, they now accounted 
for a fourth. 
That shift was enough to 
make up most of a 30-percent 
decline 
in 
exports 
of 
machinery and equipment.

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oilfields, 
accounted 
for 
nearly 60 percent of the 
region’s 
nonagricultural 
exports in 1975, they ac­ 
counted for less than 40 
percent at the end of 1976. 


From the level of 15 
months before, farm ship­ 
ments were off more than a 
fifth. And without an off­ 
setting increase in nonfarm 
shipments, the region was 
thrown into deficit. 


Cotton exports were up. 
But with crops better in 
countries that had been 
buying American food and 
drouth forcing liquidation of 
herds in Europe and Russia, 
exports of food and live 
animals dropped more than 
a fourth. 


And with the world setting 
a record for grain produc­ 
tion, exports of wheat, which 
usually makes up over half 
the region’s agricultural 
shipments, fell more than a 
third. 


Altogether, the Southwest 
shipped more than $12.3 
billion in agricultural and 
industrial goods last year. 
But its imports totaled more 
than $12.7 billion.

Flooded 
Museum 
Reopens

HOUSTON (UPI) — Ten 
months 
ago, 
the 
Con­ 
temporary Arts Museum lay 
inundated by a swirling 
summer flood. Next month, 
supporters plan a grand 
reopening at which even the 
most faithful are surprised. 
“ Ifs unusual that we were 
able to survive, really,” said 
James Harithas, director of 
the avant-garde museum 
that is dependent on sub­ 
scriptions, private donations 
and grants. 


‘‘A contem porary arts 
museum is about the hardest 
nonprofit organization to 
support. It’s too fallout for a 
lot of people.” 
It has been a long road 
back since record rains, poor 
drainage and unfortunate 
building design combined 
June 15,1976, to fill the lower 
level of the two-story, 10,000- 
square-foot building nearly 
to the ceiling. 
One problem was a lower 
level driveway that acted as 
a sluice, pouring backed up 
storm sewer w aters in 
around valuable pieces of 
art. An antiflood curb is 
among changes included in 
the renovation work. 


More than $500,000 worth 
of art was damaged. Hun­ 
dreds of thousands of dollars 
more was lost in building 
and equipment damage. 
In shock, Harithas was 
further startled to learn the 
museum was ineligible for 
federal disaster relief. A 
small 
grant 
from 
the 
National Endowment for the 
Arts, arranged by Rep. 
B arbara Jordan, D-Tex., 
was salvation. 
‘‘That grant got us through 
the rough first period,” he 
said. 


A bank provided alternate 
office space, driers at the 
Johnson Space Center were 
used to salvage some art, 
other sites were used for 
some of the exhibitions 
scheduled before the flood. 
Harithas, his staff and 
associates 
began 
fund­ 
raising efforts that included 
a series of 40 benefits, 
among them a March ll 
auction of donated art that 
raised $248,000. Individual 
solicitation brought help 
from New York and San 
Francisco. 


‘‘Of our $1 million goal, 
we’ve probably made about 
$650,000. We have enough to 
get the building refur­ 
bished.” 
The grand reopening May 
15 will feature four exhibits, 
highlighting the works of 
Salvitore Scarpitta, Myron 
Stout, Paul Sarkisian and 
Douglas Davis. Included 
among Scarpitta’s works are 
his racing car and desert 
tank. 
A subdued but obviously 
exuberant Harithas said he 
expects 2,500 people to at­ 
tend, perhaps including even 
Mrs. Walter Mondale. 
‘‘There is some indication 
Mrs. Mondale will come. 
We’re 
even 
inviting 
President and Mrs. Carter 
without having any in­ 
dication they’d come.”

DEAR POLLY — My daughter and I do a lot of 
needlepoint and it gets out of shape. She had one piece 
ruined by a dry cleaner who advertised that he steam ed 
and blocked needlepoint and the pillow top cam e hom e 
still out of shape and pressed flat like a pair of pants. 
M oney and hours, really months of work, w ere lost. We 
need help about finding blocking m aterials such as 
boards and rustproof pins such as heavy push pins that 
w ill not break. — D ESPERA TE MIRIAM. 
DEAR MIRIAM — All needlepoint gets out of shape to 
a certain extent but the way you work it may make the 
difference between a discouraging-looking piece with no 
shape and a piece that is really not too bad. If you are 
working straight across each row — turning your work 
and going straight across the next row — do change and 
learn to work diagonally. Most needlepoint books show 
one how to work this way and the result is less out of 
shape. Stitches are more even and blocking is a simple 
matter. 
For pillows and chair seats I find a board one inch 
thick and about 24 inches square works very well. You 
can get such a board at any lumber yard. Some say that 
the work only needs dampening before being blocked but 
I do not find that is always sufficient. I put the piece in a 
basin of cold water until I am sure it is wet through and 
then roll in a bath towel until excess water is absorbed. 
Cover the board with clean white shelf paper and then 
with a light pencil outline the size of the piece that was 
measured before wetting. Pull piece to lines all around 
and tack on with tacks about one inch apart. Copper 
nails about one inch long are great but my hardware 
store has been out of them for some time so I have been 
using aluminum tacks and the other day even used 
nickel thumb tacks and there were no rust marks at all. 
Lay board flat during drying period. It may take two or 
three days but the canvas inside must be thoroughly dry. 
Be sure to have canvas placed face down on the board 
when blocking. Good luck. — POLLY.

Getting Mail The Hard Way 


TANGIER ISLAND, Va. 
(UPI) — Rough seas, gusty 
winds and even a broken 
rudder haven’t stopped four 
generations of the Thomas 
family from bringing the 
daily m ail to this tiny 
Chesapeake Bay island. 
Since shortly after the 
Civil 
W ar 
ended, 
four 
separate Thomas captains 
have manned the helms of 
small boats that are the 
island’s m ajor link with the 
outside world. 
Capt. Henry Thomas made 
the first voyage, crossing 
from Tangier to Crisfield, 
Md., in a battered boat with 
mail, groceries and a few 
passengers. 
“ I can’t 
recall 
exactly 
what year the mail service 
began,” said the first fap- 
ta in ’s nephew, the now- 
retired 
Capt. 
E uiice 
Thomas, 78, who plied the 14- 
mile run more than 60 years. 
“ It was a long time ago, 
but always good tim e,” said 
Thomas as his son Rudy, 44, 
and grandson Rudy Jr., 20, 
labored on Crisfield’s docks 
preparing for a return tr 
‘o 
Tangier Island, a fishhook 
shaped 
strip 
of 
land 
inhabited 
by 
about 
900 
persons. 
On only three occasions 
has service been interrupted 
for any length of time — in 
the 1930s, 1972 and 1975 when 
thick ice ringed the island. 
With the waterway frozen, 
residents relied on airplanes 
for emergency supplies ana 
m ail. Once the w eather 
warmed and the ice thawed, 
the Thomas family returned 
to the water.

Mother’s Art Aids Cancer Victims

COLUMBUS, Ohio (U PI) 
— One sketch shows a little 
girl in a flowered dress 
positioned under a steel x- 
ray machine. 
Another shows a doctor 
inserting a thin needle into a 
little boy's back while his 
mother holds him on an 
examining table. 
Another shows a 
child 
picking out a wig to cover 
her bald head. 
Twenty 
such 
pictures 
make up a coloring book 
being given cancer patients 
aged 
IO and 
under 
at 
Children’s Hospital at the 
Ohio 
State 
University 
Comprehensive 
Cancer 
Center here. 
The book is being tested 
for patient 
and 
parent 
reaction. 
If results are 
favorable, says Dr. David S. 
Yohn, the center’s director, 
support 
and 
wider 
distribution may be worked 
out with the National Cancer 
Institute. 
The scenes in the book 
either are or will soon 
become part of the young 
patients’ lives. They are 
designed to help parents tell 
their 
children 
what 
is 
happening to them and to 
help youngsters express 
their 
feelings 
to 
their 
parents. 
The center prepared the 
book with drawings Jenene 
Warmbier made for her own 
small daughter as the child 
was dying of neuroblastoma. 
Mrs. Warmbier was told of 
the diagnosis in January, 
1975, when Michelle was two 
and one-half years old. For 
20 months, until Michelle's 
death last September, Mrs. 
Warmbier 
followed 
her 
child’s treatment and in­ 
creasingly longer hospital 
stays with a sketch pad.

Scarf print garments give 
fashion accent to a ward­ 
robe.

The little girl and her 
hospital friends became her

reactions. She was anxious 
about an IV. She was afraid 
a bone scan would hurt They 
woke her up for a blood 
culture, and she didn’t un­ 
derstand. 
“ Children can’t sit down 
with a friend and talk about 
what is bothering them. I 
began to think how nice it 
would be if there were a book 
or something that could 
reach them.” 
Mrs. Warmbier described 
the idea to nurse Ellen 
Vassy. Ms. Vassy wrote a 
guide to the illustrations and 


a letter to parents to ac­ 
company the sketches. 
“ People cope least well 
with what they don’t know,” 
Ms. 
Vassy 
said. 
“ And 
children sense if you know 
more about something than 
they do. They sense it, and 
that can lead to a lack of 
confidence and trust.” 
She said the pictures are 
real, but they are not meant’ 
to be threatening. Next to the 
needles are lollipops, flowers 
and smiling nurses. 
The captions admit IVs 
pinch and injections “ sting 
for a minute” and advise to 
“ hold very still” so bone 
marrow tests “ will be over 
very quickly.” 
In addition, Ms. Vassy 
tells parents to guide their 
children as they explore the 
pictures, to let them tell 
what they see and not to 
press if they don’t want to 
look at a picture. 
“ The picture may be 
upsetting for some reason, 
and he is trying to tell you 


that he needs time to deal 
with that particular ex­ 
perience.” 
Mrs. Warmbier said the 
children are “ pleased to 
have something to tell ‘my 
story’ and to show their 
friends. And Michelle could 
make it her own. She could 
paint a machine purple if she 
wanted. That gave her a 
•little control. I remember 
she colored the protective 
’“ isolation picture completely 
white.” 
Ms. 
Vassy, 
who 
has 
suggested a picture-and- 
storybook 
version 
of 
“ Hospital Days, Treatment 
Ways” and another edition 
for teen-agers, said: 
“ Michelle died, but more 
and more young cancer 
patients are getting better. 
“ We are beginning to see 
cancer as a chronic rather 
than a terminal disease, and 
that means we have to think 
about what kind of adult 
these children will be after a 
cancer experience.”

BOSTON (U P I) - Older 
people are remarrying at a 
fast clip, and are happier 
when they do than their 
younger counterparts. 
So says Boston Uniersity 
researcher Barbara Vinick 
She claims both society and 
relaties of the elderly have 
no trouble accepting 
the 
trend 
“ In 
many 
ways, 
the 
remarriages really conform 
to an ideal of calmness and 
serenity that is lacking in 
early marriage,” she said 
Under a grant from the 
National Institute of Mental 
Health, Mrs. Vinick recently 
studied two dozen remarried 
elderly 
couples 
in 
two 
Massachusetts towns. The 
average age for brides was 
67 and for bridegrooms, 73. 
“ It’s a trend that’s in­ 
creasing,” she said. “ From 
1960 to 1973, the number of 
brides 65 and over has more 
than doubled to 16,000, and 
the number of grooms has 
almost doubled to 33,000. In 
1940, 
there 
was 
hardly 
anyone I could have in­ 
terviewed.” 
It’s not true that elderly 
men 
are 
trapped 
into 
marriage by eager women, 
she said. 
“ Men 
needed 
marriage 
more than women. In many 
cases, they said they were 
lonely. They were not as 
close to other people as 
women.” 
And a lucky thing for 
elderly women, too, since 
there are three times more 
of them than men. Mrs.

planners 
should 
make 
it 
easier for the elderly to 
marry by setting up more 
places for them to meet. She 
also favors reform of pen­ 
sion and social security laws 
to insure elderly don’t lose 
benefits if they remarry. 
“ Remarriage among older 
persons is becoming more 
accepted by society in gene­ 
ral,” she said. 
“ People’s 
relatives really approve of 
the remarriage. That way 
there is someone there to 
relueve the burden.” 
In some cases, she said, 
rearriage meant an elderly 
spouse did not have to enter 
a rest home, because there 
was now someone to take on 
nursing duties. 


“ The people who were the 
most satisfied were the ones 
who did not have to make 
drastic changes ” 
They 
also don’t 
fight 
much. 
“ With 
younger 
marriages, the idea is you 
should communicate all 
you’re feeling. With these 
couples, the idea is that you 
should hold it all in.” 
The lack of energy doesn’t 
rule but sex, but does tone it 
down, she said. 
“ The physical act was not 
what they stressed. What 
they 
stressed 
was 
the 
warmth, the closeness.” 
Not 
that 
elderly 
rem arriages are without 
problems. Mrs. Vinick says 
children sometimes get in 
the way, especially if they 
find financial handouts from 
their parents cut off upon 
remarriage. 
Mrs. 
Vinick 
said 
the 
elderly who rexarry are far 
from the stereotype of the 
quarrelsome stay-at-homes. 
“ They were very active 
for the most part, very in­ 
dependent. 
It 
was 
sometimes hard to schedule 
interviews because these 
people were so busy.”

Transportation to a 
particular nation may be delayed by the failure to give 
priority to shipments of food aid. In the receiving country, 
when large grain shipments arrive, there often are 
inadequate dock and storage facilities, leading to spoilage 
and pilferage. The distribution system within the receiving 
country may be very inadequate to reach those in greatest 
need, especially those far removed from roads and 
railroads. In spite of all this, the U.S. Agency for In­ 
ternational Developemnt estim ates that 90 percent of all 
government food aid reaches those for whom it is intended. 
In the case of church-related food aid program s, the ef­ 
ficiency is much higher, simply because of the church infra­ 
structure both here and abroad for carrying out the 
program.The First United Methodist Church of Plario is 
currently participating in the World Hunger program.

In his paper at Denver, one 
segment of a larger work on

Judah stre sse d th at his 
conclusions 
w ere 
not 
exhaustive but ra th e r a 
“ progress report” on what 
appears to be basic a t­ 
titudinal changes am ong 


Moonie converts. He also 
underscored that he was not 
dealing 
with 
the 
m ore 
controversial aspects of the 
church — the brainwashing 
charg es or Sun Myuong 
Moon’s theology — but with 
“only one facet of the whole 
picture of the Unification 
Church — how 
present 
members see themselves, 
their purposes and 
their 
changes of attitudes.” 
His 
conclusions 
w ere 
based on 
a 
nationw ide 
survey made last year of 
several hundred mem bers of 
the sect. In addition, he 
taped interviews with some 
and a random sam ple of 200 
were asked to fill out an 
extensive questionaire. 


J u d a h ’s 
c o n c lu sio n : 
Converts to the Moon sect 
are young people who once 
w ere identified with the 
counterculture of the 1960s 
but are now moving to the 
more conservative views of 
the “Establishm ent” at the 
sam e 
tim e 
th at 
the 
“ E s t a b l i s h m e n t ” 
is 
beginning to move toward 
the counterculture. 
“ There is much to support 
the view that these young 
people have had their lives 
tra n sfo rm e d ,” 
he 
said. 
‘ ‘ I n s t e a d 
o f 
meaninglessness, they have 
found purpose and xeaning 
in their new religion.” 


Judah also stressed that 
the changes in attitu d e 
among the converts were by 
no means uniform. 
But he did find almost 
complete conversion to the 
church’s doctrine of rigid 
anticommunism.

Q. Over 15 years ago my 
only daughter left home, 
subsequently m arried and 
now lives on the West Coast. 
Her husband has rejected us 
and all our attem pts for 
reconciliation. They have a 
young child I have never 
seen. 
It has been almost im­ 
possible to overcome the 
rejection I have felt, and I 
find that time does not heal 
anything. Life is too short for 
any kind of neglect or 
malice. 
How can 
I help 
myself? I long for peace of 
mind, harmony and to be 
able to see them, touch them 
and be a small part of their 
lives. 
A. Perhaps you ought to 
engage in a process of honest 
questioning as to why your 
son-in-law rejects you so 
forcibly. 
If 
you 
can 
see 
any 
fault within yourself or in 
your past actions, admit it, 
first to yourself, and then to 
him. Don’t act aggrieved or 
hostile, but be forthright in 
correcting any elements in 
your personality which rub 
people the wrong way. This 
is the key to overcoming 
p ractically 
all 
broken 
relationships. 
If you find no fault within, 


then further develop the 
attitu d e of patient 
for­ 
bearance. And try loving 
your son-in-law. It may get 
through to him ultimately.

Interfaith marriage 
Q. Tell me, please, what 
problems would you discuss 
with a Protestant daughter if 
she asked you why you’d be 
upset if she m a rrie d a 
Catholic boy. This happened 
in our family, and I think 
most people are not suf­ 
ficiently 
inform ed 
to 
satisfactorily 
answer 
this 
question. 
A. The m atter should be 
treated calmly, of course, 
and 
w ithout 
prejudice. 
Perhaps three questions are 
of concern: Will each part­ 
ner be perm itted by the 
other to rem ain in his or her 
own faith without coercion? 
Will there be a reasonable 
decision about the children 
of this union and th eir 
religious upbringing? Will 
there be a mutual agreem ent 
on the m atter of birth con­ 
trol, one that will satisfy the 
conscience of each? 
There is no reason why a 
sincere Christian Protestant 
cannot have a good Christian 
m arriage with a sincere 
Christian Catholic. Indeed, 
there are many such unions. 
T here a re hazards 
in 


P rotestant-C atholic m a r­ 
riages and perhaps young 
people would be advised to 
m arry in their own faith. Yet 
we have known such unions 
to be happy ones. 
In the present ecumenical 
clim ate perhaps each could 
w orship with the other 
periodically and thus have a 
spiritual unity in the home.

Q. I’ve been in love with a 
man named “ B” 
for 25 
years. I’ve kept my love a 
secret even though I’ve been 
a widow for ll 
years. 
Although I haven’t seen “ B” 
for all these years, he calls 
every Christmas. 


Last year he phoned and 
asked to see me. We made a 
date but he never showed up. 
He called again and made 
another date, but I stood him 
up. I’ve been waiting for 25 
years, and I will continue to 
wait.

For months, he researched 
every article he could find 
about Moon and his followers 
and spoke to other parents 
and form er followers. 
“ B rainw ashing,

don’t care what you call it. 
They unequivocally lost 
their freedom of thought,” 
said Brown, a physician. 
In March, Brown joined a 
law suit w ith four o ther 
parents of “ Moonies” who 
won the tem porary custody 
of their children to give them 
the 
chance 
to 
be 
deprogrammed. 
Although 
a 
C alifornia 
appeals court o v erturned 
that decision, Brown said his 
daughter’s contact with the 
outside world during ll days 
of hearings convinced her to 
leave the movement. 
“ Leslie needed some help 
at 
least to reassess her 
commitment in an arena 


where she would be free of 
Moon’s in flu en ce,” said 
Brown. 


For four days, the Browns 
sat on a beach in California 
quietly and gently talking to 
their lost daughter. 


“We talked about all the 
things that had happened to 
her. 
At first, 
she 
was 
defending Moon. We talked 
about things that were so 
obvious — the manipulation, 
the 
corruption, 
the 
recruiting (of new m em ­ 
bers),” said Brown. 


“Suddenly, it all clicked in 
her mind what had happened 
to her. There was laughter 
and tears for 15 minutes. It 
was absolutely fan tastic 
seeing a warm, wonderful 
person e m e rg e ,” Brown 
said. 


Now, Leslie is staying at 
the Freedom of Thought 
Foundation, a 
nonprofit 
deprogram m ing organiz­ 
ation in Arizona. 


"Right now, Leslie is using 
her own free will. She can go 
anywhere in the world she 
wants. She can bum around 
or she can go back to the 
church,” said Brown. "If she 
had decided to go back the 
the church, I wouldn’t have 
been happy, but it would 
have been a free choice 
instead of coercion."

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“ On the surface, 1977 looks like a boom year for housing,” 
National Association of Home Builder President Robert 
jyquilla says. “The starts rate is up to 1.8 million units with 
single family production at close to record levels; sales are 
strong; mortgage money is plentiful and even the multi­ 
family sector is showing some signs of life.

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Consumers Lazy, Says Ombudsman 


By ROBERTA G. WAX 
BURBANK, Calif. (UPI) 
— Consumers are basically 
lazy, says consumer om­ 
budsman David Horowitz. 
"If you’re not informed 
about the laws to protect 
you, if you don’t read an 
insurance policy before you 
buy it and have someone 
explain it to you, you’re 
setting yourself up 
for 
problems later,” Horowitz 
said in an interview. 
He thinks consumers could 
avoid many problems if they 
read labels and warranties. 
As consumer reporter for 
KNBC-TV here, Horowitz, 
39, has helped one man get 
(23,000 on a disability claim 
he had been trying to settle 
for five years. 
He has prompted com­ 
panies to repair or replace 
faulty products. 
He has cut through red 
tape to get back Social 
Security 
payments 
for 
viewers. 
Horowitz said some people 
make their own problems: 


Cancer Cure? 


“We go out and think we’re 
being protected, but we don’t 
know how. We’re not only 
lazy, we’re embarrassed to 
stand up and demand our 
rights. You have to fight.” 
He appears on one action- 
line show and two others that 
basically teach people how 
to be good consumers: by 
reading labels, comparing 
products and being smart 
enough to recognize a bad 
deal. 
Horowitz was a Hong 
K o n g b a s e d 
w a r 
correspondent and has done 
doctorate work in public law. 
He is an advisor to the Los 
Angeles city and district 
attorney’s 
office, 
the 
Federal Trade Commission 
and the Consumer Products 
Safety Commission. 
He advocates consumer 
education in the schools. 
Industry, not government, 
should be responsible for 
h a n d l i n g 
c o n s u m e r 
problems, he said: 
“If the government has to 
step in to help consumers, it

will cost us money. Govern­ 
ment and consumer agen­ 
cies are not doing their jobs. 
If they were, I wouldn’t be 
getting the mail I’ve been 
getting. 
"The 
public 
hasn’t 
pressured politicians to do 
something. Government is 
totally inept at solving 
consumer problems.” 
Horowitz said most busi­ 
nesses are basically honest. 
Many are setting up con­ 
sumer departments within 
their firms, blk "... they are 
uninformed about how to 
handle the consumer. 
“Senior citizens are sitting 
ducks,” he said. “First, they 
are unaware of their rights, 
products of a society that 
didn’t learn to 
protect 
themselves. And they are 
living on fixed incomes and 
don’t know how to use the 
system.”

(UPI) — If 
a person can smoke, drink 
and swallow aspirin, then he 
should be able to eat ground 
apricot pits, especially if the 
concoction can help cancer 
patients, 
a 
Houston 
lawmaker says. 
Rep. Senfronia Thompson, 
DHouston, 
is 
pushing 
legislation to legalize the use 
of laetrile to fight cancer. 
Her bill was tentatively 
approved by the Texas 
House Thursday. 
Her efforts to legalize the 
drug, a form of vitamin B-17 
made from ground peach, 
apricot, apple or other fruit 
and vegetable seeds, did not 
start because of pressure 
from constituents or a lobby 
group. 
Ken McHam, her ad­ 
ministrative 
aide, 
has 
cancer of the jaw and has 
been taking laetrile for more 
than a year. As a result, his 
condition has improved, he 
said. 
But a law banning use of 
the drug in Texas forces 
McHam to fly to Tijuana, 
Mexico, for treatments. 
“I think a person should 
not have to sneak out of the 


country like a criminal for 
the treatments,” she said. 
(The 
Food and 
Drug 
Administation 
reported 
Thursday one U.S. state, 
Alaska, has legalized laetrile 
and IO others may do so, and 
said it still considers the 
preparation worthless). 
Mrs. Thompson accused 
the 
Food 
and 
Drug

of 
capriciously taking laetrile 
off the market, mainly due to 
opposition 
from 
the 
A m e r i c a n 
M e d i c a l 
Association. 
“A person should have a 
right to use it. Whatever 
benefits — physical or 
psychological — they get 
from it, they should have it,” 
she said. “Even aspirin kills 
people. 
“I feel if cow chip tea (a 
folklore medicinal herb 
brewed from cow 
dung) 
would work, they should be 
able 
to 
use 
it,” 
Mrs. 
Thompson said. 
According to the Houston 
lawmaker, the Huza tribe of 
the Himalayan Mountains 
subsists mainly on fresh 
vegetables and fruit seeds, 
and there is not a trace of 


cancer 
in 
the 
whole 
civilization of the tribe. 
“A monkey eating a peach 
goes straight for that pit, and 
I’m trying to make it legal 
for a man to do that. And a 
monkey is a lower life form 
than man,” she said. 
Mrs. Thompson said she is 
not trying to promote laetrile 
as a cure for cancer — she 
just wants to make 
it 
available for use in Texas. 
“If we deny this right to 
these people, it will cause 
irreparable harm and I do 
not want to be guilty of 
that,” she said.

faulty mufflers to tires that 
are blemished. 
“ Everybody 
has

problem with his car. And 
that’s because people don’t 
know how a car operates.” 
Other trouble areas in­ 
clude mail orders, warranty 
problems and consumer 


magazines. 
“There are very few good 
consumer magazines. Some 
don’t really give you the 
information you need for 
getting results yourself. And 
a lot of people have realized 
there is money to be made in 
c o n s u me r i s m. 
Some 


magazines even advertise 
companies that we have had 
problems with.” 
Horowitz realizes he has 
an edge most consumers 
lack, the backing of a major 
televison station and the 
threat of massive public 
exposure. 
“It gives me a lot of 
gratification to be able to 
change the system. Having 
the power of a TV station 


behind you, you can get 
things done that are just 
incredible. 
An economic boycott is 
probably the most effective 
consumer tool, he said. He 
advocated boycotts when

Observance Is Set 


“During the week of April 
17-23, the National Assn. of 
Realtors 
will 
join 
all 
American home owners in 
the national observance of 
Private Property Week,” 
said Herb Becker, president 
of the Collin County Board of 
Realtors. 
“Private Property Week 
annually honors the historic 
right of all Americans to own 
homes as well as the land the 
homes stand on. This right is 
one we tend to take for 
granted in this country. 
Although private property 


rights exist elsewhere in the 
world, nowhere are they as 
free from restrictions and 
government control as in the 
United States.” 
He pointed out that ours is 
the only nation that grew out 
of the free transfer of land 
titles. 
This 
was 
made 
possible by the Ordinance of 
1785, enacted by Congress 
three years before the 
Constitution was drawn up. 
“Land drew immigrants 
like a magnet,” he said. “At 
the time this country was 
settled, few persons in 


Europe other than the 
wealthy and titled could 
actually own real property. 
A number of land acts in the 
United States, most notably 
the Homestead Act of 1862, 
made land available to 
everyone almost free- 
“ Our private property 
rights are worth preserving 
from 
government 
en­ 
croachment. In this regard, 
the association remains 
vigilant and speaks out 
whenever the rights of 
American home owners are 
threatened.” 


For Homeowners 
Energy Tips Given 


“How much does it cost to 
heat and cool this home?” is 
a question being heard more 
and more frequently by 
members of the Collin 
County Board of Realtors, 
when dealing with potential 
home buyers, reports Herb 
Becker, board president. 
“Because this question is 
being asked so frequently,” 
he said, “many people are 
taking steps, in advance of 
placing their homes on the 
market, to make their homes 
more 
energy-efficient. 
Higher costs for heating and 
air conditioning also have 
made non-sellers take ac­ 
tion,” he added. 
“ Utility costs are in­ 
creasing nationally at a rate 
of about 20 percent per year. 
The seller who can offer a

prospective 
buyer 
an 
energy-tight home will be 
miles ahead of those who 
cannot.” 
He said the Collin County 
Board of Realtors will join 
this area’s home owners in 
observing Private Property 
Week, April 17-23. He offered 
the following suggestions for 
making a home more salable 
and energy-efficient. 
Ceiling 
insulation—At 
least six inches of batt in­ 
sulation or six to eight inches 
of blown insulation in the 
attic is a must. It will pay for 
itself in just a few seasons, 
whether in savings on 
heating or air conditioning. 
Roof ventilators—They 
can reduce cooling costs 
about 20 percent in poorly 
ventilated attics. They help 


keep the house cooler and 
therefore allow the air 
conditioner to work less. 
However, 
roof 
turbines 
should be covered in the 
winter, or they will work 
against the home owner. 
Storm 
windows 
and 
doors—It can cost you as 
much as 18 percent more of 
your heating bill if you don’t 
have good storm windows 
and doors. 
Thermal-line 
curtains— 
They soon pay for them­ 
selves, especially if they are 
kept closed on hot summer 
days and cold winter nights. 
Weatherstripping — Air 
leaks around doors and 
windows must be eliminated 
for greater efficiency. A 
latex-based caulking lasts 
longer and seals best. 


Fire Safety Urged 


What would your children 
do if fire broke out in your 
home tonight? Herb Becker, 
president of the Collin 
County Board of Reators, 
said that if the children are 
not “fire-aware,” chances 
are he or she might do the 
wrong things. 
In the interest of public 
safety, and in connection 
with national observance of 
Private Property Week, 
April 17-23, Becker offered 
the following statistics and 
rules for children’s fire 
safety: 
Reports indicate that fires 
and burns in 1975 claimed 
the lives of 1,350 children, 
making fires the chief cause 
of home accident deaths for 
youngsters between the ages 
of one and 14. 
One of every four home- 
fire fatalities is a child under 
age 15, and the hours from ll 
p.m. to 6 a m. are ones when 
fires occur most frequently 
To prevent your children 
from becoming one of these 
statistics, here are a few 
suggestions: 


—Teach your children 
never to hide if fire breaks 
out at night. 
—Don’t 
scare 
your 
children concerning fire. 
Your goal is to mold fire- 
aware children who act out 
of reason, not panic. Con­ 
ducting fire drills every so 
often is a good step toward 
fire awareness. 
—Plan two escape routes 
from bedrooms for your 
children. Make sure they 
know the routes thoroughly. 
—Teach them to keep their 
bedroom doors closed while 
sleeping. In case of fire, this 
delays deadly gases and 
smoke from entering the 
room. 
—If they do smell smoke 
during the night, or are 
awakened by shouting, warn 
them not to open the 
bedroom 
door 
without 
checking to see if the door is 
hot or is leaking smoke at the 
edges. If this is the case, 
they are to use their alter­ 
native route for escape. 
—Make sure that their 
bedroom windows can be 


opened easily. They may 
need to open them to escape 
or get fresh air. Teach them 
how to break the window 
with 
a 
chair 
in 
an 
emergency. 
—Decide on a location 
outside the home where 
family 
members 
will 
assemble for nose count. Tell 
your children that once they 
are out of the house to stay 
out. 
—Make sure babysitters 
know the escape routes.

*Texas 
Migration Viewed 


Over the next few years 
building construction in 
Texas will be primarily 
affected by increases in 
population 
caused 
by 
migration from the nor­ 
theast and central states, 
says Dr. Charles Wurt- 
zebach , asst, professor of 
finance and real estate at the 
University of Texas in 
Austin. 
However, it should be 
noted that the severe winter 
will encourage even more 
individuals to migrate to the 
southern and southwestern 
states, he points out in the 
March 
Texas 
Business 
Review. During the 1970-1975 
period, a greater number of 
individuals moved into the 
popular Sun Belt region than 
moved out, and the rate at 
which individuals moved out 
of the region declined. 
The U.S. Census Bureau 
reports that for the first 
time, more Americans live 
in the western and southern 
states (107,242,000) than in 
the northeast and central 
states. These figures reflect 
a shift of eight million 
persons since the 1970 
census. 
It 
has 
been 
estimated that over 20,000 
individuals are arriving in 
Texas every month. 
The 
cause 
of 
this 
migration 
is 
basically 
economic, Dr. Wurtzebach 
says. Cost advantages for 
industry encourage cor­ 
porate leaders to direct 
expansion plans and plant 
relocations to the southern 
region of the country. The 
increasing focus on energy 
has 
also 
stimulated 
migration. 
Sources of energy are 
becoming much more im­ 
portant considerations, and 
the Sun Belt region provides 
much of the country’s 
natural gas and domestic 
crude oil. Large deposits of 


lignite recently discovered 
in the Sun Belt add to the 
region’s energy supply. 
The impact of continued 
migration on the building 
construction industry is 
clear. As the population 
grows, so will the demand 
for 
residential 
and 
nonresidential construction. 
Hospitals, schools, plants, 
warehouses, office parks, 
and municipal buildings lead 
the nonresidential building 
construction sector, while 
one-family and apartment 
dwelling units will probably 
lead 
the 
residential 
category. 
An 
important 
factor, 
which is often overlooked in 
examinations of migration 
issues, 
is 
the possible 
negative impact migration 
may have on a region. 
Financial problems of cities 
may worsen if the pattern of 
exurbanization 
continues. 
Property 
taxation 
and 
spending programs may 
c h a n g e 
a b r u p t l y . 
Undesirable growth patterns 
may 
breed 
problems- 
unm anageable 
traffic, 
misuse 
of 
resources, 
speculation, 
and 
over­ 
building. 
It is important that the 
errors made in planning and 
developing the great cities of 
the northern and central 
states not be repeated. 
However, it would be myopic 
to assume that the recent 
growth 
resulting 
from 
migration will continue 
unabated. 
Heavy population inflows 
will probably erode the Sun 
Belt’s drawing power. Net 
inflows of industry and jobs 
will raise total income 
levels, absorb excess labor, 
and push up wage rates and 
prices, eventually erasing 
cost 
advantages. 
Con­ 
sequently, 
the 
current 
situation offers myriad 


opportunities, only a few of 
which are traditionally 
addressed in examinations 
of the impact of migration. 
T he 
c o n s t r u c t i o n 
authorization figures for 
January, 1977 may be very 
revealing when viewed in 
relation to two recent 
developments that have 
significantly affected the 
state-the unusually severe 
winter weather and con­ 
tinued migration into the 
state. In the short run, the 
relative decline in total 
construction 
authorized 
during January may be a 
normal market response to 
the impact of the cold 
weather. 
Concomitant increased 
spending on energy has 
caused a short-run reduction 
in spending on building 
construction, but spending 
should rebound as spring 
arrives and construction 
activity increases. This 
coordinated recovery should 
help to maintain the stability 
of the construction industry 
throughout 1977. 
Continued migration will 
probably affect the long-run 
performance of the state’s 
building construction in­ 
dustry more than any other 
sector of the economy. 
Increased 
demand 
for 
building services should 
stimulate strength in the 
industry over the next 
several years. However, a 
longer view reveals areas of 
concern associated with 
urban development and 
state growth. 
Forward-looking 
indivi­ 
duals and leaders should be 
able to turn these concerns 
into 
opportunities 
for 
creating more attractive 
living conditions in the 
present as well as in the 
future, 
Dr. Wurtzebach 
concluded. 


Says Board Head 
B u y A Home Now 


“Why should I buy a home 
now, when prices and in­ 
terest rates are high?” asks 
the typical American who is 
sitting on the real estate 
sidelines waiting for “things 
to get better.” 
“The best reason I know of 
to buy now,” said Herb 
Becker, president of Collin 
County Board of Realtors, 
“is that no one knows for 
certain what the future will 
bring.” 
Becker 
presented his 
views on “buy a home now” 
in a statement prepared for 
the 1977 Private Property 
Week 
being 
observed 
nationally April 17-23. 
Becker continued, “Who 
can say where interest rates 
will be six months or a year 
from now? Will they be 
higher or lower, and by how 
much? 
“ This 
last 
part—how 


much—also must be con­ 
sidered if you are planning to 
wait for the ‘right’ time to 
buy a home. Even if it’s 
generally felt that interest 
rates will drop, they may not 
drop enough to compensate 
for increases in value.” 
He said that it would take 
at least a one-percent drop in 
the interest rate to make up 
the difference in the monthly 
payment that an eight- 
percent increase in value 
would cause. 
“For example,” he said, 
“suppose you could buy a 
$27,500 home with a 10- 
percent down payment, a 
$25,000 mortgage loan over 
25 years and at an interest 
rate of 8.75 percent. 
Principal and interest on 
the home would be paid off at 
a monthly rate of $205.54 
over the 25-year period. 
However, if you decide to 


wait a year, in that time the 
value of the home rises about 
eight percent to $29,700. 
“The result: It would take 
a drop in the interest rate to 
just under 7.75 percent to 
bring the monthly payment 
down to the $205 level for 
principal and interest. 


“Can you assume that 
prices will appreciate only 
eight percent in the year 
ahead? And even if the in­ 
crease is not any higher, is it 
reasonable to expect a one- 
percent drop in interest 
rates next year?” 


There 
also 
is 
the 
possibility that lenders will 
be facing tight money times 
a year from now, he said, 
which would mean that loans 
would not be offered as 
easily and the down payment 
requested would be in­ 
creased.

keep pace with the rate of 
inflation.” 
What about real estate? 
“ Nationally, the m edian 
price of an existing single­ 
fam ily home went from 
$18,760 in 1966 to $35,330 in 
1975. That’s an increase of 
88.3 percent in IO years,” he 
said, “in our own Collin 
County, the median price is 
more like $50,000” , he said. 
For this region, median 
prices went from $17,890 in 
1966 to $34,840 in 1975, up 94.7 
percent. 
An even more accurate 
measure of the real value of 
real estate would be to add to 
the above figures the dollar 
savings annually in income 
taxes that home ownership 
means. 
“ Home owners may take 
as a tax deduction all their 
real estate property taxes 
and interest paid on the 
mortgage,” he said. 
“At 8.75 percent interest 
on a $25,000 mortgage for 30 
years, 
the deduction 
for 
interest would be more than 
$2,100 for the first year, 
representing an income tax 
saving of about $520 for 
many taxpayers. Real estate 
taxes on a median-priced 
home—$35,330 for 1975— 
should mean a tax saving of 
several hundred dollars 
more. 
“ Real estate has 
ap­ 
preciated faster than the 


rate of inflation and saves 
tax dollars as well. There 
just isn’t a better investment 
than real estate.”

From Late 1800’s 
RE Roots’ Traced 


“The growth of the real 
estate profession in the 
United 
States 
roughly 
parallels the growth of urban 
A m erica,” 
said 
Herb 
Becker, president of the 
Collin County Board of 
Realtors. 
“The first firms dealing in 
real estate in this country 
did not appear until the 
latter half of the 18th century 
and real estate was not 
accepted as a recognized 
business for another half 
century.” 
His remarks were made in 
connection with the national 
observance 
of 
Private 
Property Week, April 17-23. 
Two im portant factors 
inhibiting the growth of a 
real estate profession in the 
colonial 
period, he ex­ 
plained, were a lack of a 
land-owning tradition among 
the colonists and the isolated 
nature of the colonies. 
“When the colonies were 
first settled,” Becker said, 
“most of the land was owned 
by the king, wealthy friends 
of the king or by trading 
companies. The colonists, 
for the most part, had never 
owned property in Europe. 
They did not have a real 
estate tradition. 
“ When individual land 
ownership was established, 
the isolated, agrarian nature 
of the colonies inhibited real 
estate transactions. 
Com­ 
munities were isolated and 
transportation difficult so 
it’s likely that most trans­ 
actions 
involved 
direct 
dealing between neighbors. 
Since 
new 
im migrants 
tended to settle in virgin 
territories, 
real 
estate 
transactions in settled areas 
were probably infrequent.” 
“The Ordinance of 1785 set 
the character for land 
transactions in this country 
through the 1860’s. Passed 
three years before the 
Constitution was ratified, it 
established, among other 
things, a system of rec­ 
tangular land surveys upon 
which titles could be based 
This step made possible the 
transfer of land titles. 
“The Ordinance of 1785 
also opened up the public 
domain for settlement,” he 
added. “Public land was 
m ade 
available 
at 
a 
relatively low price and 
settlers 
could 
obtain 


property with all ownership 
rights. Included was a deed 
to the specific property 
purchased. 
“The first firms dealing in 
real estate appeared in the 
last half of the 18th century. 
One of the first was the 
Proprietors of Boston Pier or 
the Long Wharf, founded in 
Boston in 1772. It specialized 
in 
providing 
shipping 
facilities. 
“Two other early firms 
were the Cruikshank Co. of 
New York, founded in 1794, 
and Jonathan Hallock, New 
York City, founded in 1802. 
Cruikshank first became 
involved in real estate when 
wealthy landowners moved 
their homes out of the 
downtown area and asked 
the firm to collect their 
wharfage fees for them. 
“Later, Cruikshank was 
asked to act as broker for 
some of their real estate 
transactions. The Hallock 
firm is the first known firm 
to have been established as a 
real estate company. 
“Real estate did not gain 
acceptance as a business 
until the 1840’s and 1850’s. 
During the period urban 
a r e a s 
e x p e r i e n c e d 
tremendous growth. Great 
turnover 
of 
property, 
combined with a wide choice 
of sites in the rapidly ex­ 
panding cities, created a 
need for a businessman 
specializing in real estate 
matters. 
“The forerunner of today’s 
local real estate boards 
appeared in 1847,” Becker 
said. “In that year the New 
York Real Estate Exchange 
was established. Founded 
prim arily as a central 
marketing place for brokers, 
it also served as a good in­ 
fluence on the practice of 
real estate during its brief 
period of existence. It lasted 
about a year. 
“It was not long,” he 
noted, “until other boards 
were 
established. 
The 
Baltimore Board of Real 
Estate 
Brokers 
and 
Property 
Agents, 
for 
example, was founded in 
1858. 
“One of its avowed pur­ 
poses was to regulate the 
business of real estate 
brokers. Brokers found in 
violation of the board’s code 
of ethics could be punished 


by expulsion and an an­ 
nouncement of the expulsion 
in the local newspapers. 
“As a rule, local boards 
were established first as 
places where businessmen of 
good standing could ex ­ 
change listings. However, 
implicit 
in 
these 
organizations was a concern 
for ethical practice since 
charlatans in the business 
weren’t uncommon in those 
days and their activities 
worked to the disadvantage 
of honest real estate prac­ 
titioners. 
“The 1890’s brought the 
first attempt at a national 
organization,” 
he 
said. 
“Formed at meetings in 
Birmingham, 
Ala., 
and 
Nashville, Tenn., in 1891 and 
1892, the National Real 
E state Assn. had three 
stated 
goals: 
improve 
conditions in the real estate 
business, make real estate 
titles more secure and make 
uniform the rules governing 
real estate transactions 
across the country. Although 
it failed in the midst of a 
business panic in 1894, it was 
the forerunner of today’s 
National Assn. of Realtors. 
“When the real estate 
depression finally subsided 
after the turn of the cen­ 
tury,” Becker noted, “real 
estate practitioners again 
felt the need of a national 
organization. On May 12-14, 
1908, in Chicago, real estate 
practitioners gathered to 
form the National Assn. of 
Real Estate Exchanges. The 
name was later changed to 
the National Assn. of Real 
Estate Boards and in 1972 to 
the 
National 
Assn. 
of 
Realtors. 
“Today the National Assn. 
boasts a membership of 
nearly 500,000 members, 
making it the largest trade 
or professional organization 
in the United States. 
It 
serves some 1,700 local 
boards 
and 
50 
state 
associations 
across 
the 
country. Among its goals is 
the protection and promotion 
of private ownership of real 
estate, a right Americans 
have had since before the 
signing of the Constitution. 
“It s this right which home 
owners and Realtors across 
the nation will celebrate 
during Private Property 
Week, April 17-23.”

Education, Experience Cited 


Just what sort of person 
can you expect to be dealing 
with when you walk through 
the door of a Realtor’s office 
in your neighborhood? 
“According to the results 
of a survey of a sample of its 
membership by the National 
Assn. of Realtors, you can 
expect to be dealing with an 
educated, 
highly-experien­ 
ced professional,” Herb 
Becker, president of Collin 
County Board of Realtors, 
said. His remarks were 
made in connection with the 
national 
observance 
of 
Private Property Week, 
April 17-23. 
“No one can call himself 
or herself a Realtor unless 
he or she belongs to the 
National Association and 
subscribes to its strict Code 
of Ethics,” he said. “Realtor 
is a registered collective 
membership mark of the 
Association.” 
The survey revealed the 
following profile, 
—Women comprise 37 
percent of the full-time and 
41 percent of the part-time 
Realtor-associate 
mem­ 
bership. In Collin County, 
women constitute about 80 
percent. 
—Realtor-associates 
are 
licensed sales personnel 
affiliated with a Realtor. 
-Eighty-two percent of 
Realtors, 
licensed 
real 


estate brokers who are 
members of local boards, 
state associations and the 
National Assn., are men. 
—The median age of 
Realtors is 50; the median 
age of Realtor-associates is 
45. 
—26.5 percent of the 
Realtors have completed 
four years of college, 14.4 
percent 
have 
pursued 
graduate study, 31.1 percent 
have had some college 
training. 
—Business administration 
is the single most popular 
undergraduate specializ­ 
ation of Realtors who attend 
college, with almost 36 
percent of the respondents 
indicating it as their area of 
concentrated study. 
—Nine out of ten Realtors 
have 
participated 
in 
programs aimed at in­ 
creasing their professional 
expertise. 
—79.2 percent of the 
Realtors reported pursuing 
other occupations before 
entering the real estate field, 
48.2 percent went into real 
estate from an allied field 
such as sales, management 
or insurance. 
—About 50 percent have 
been active in real estate 13 


years and 15.5 percent more 
than 25 years. 
—The average work week 
for Realtors is 50 hours.

“ The image that the 
typical first-home buyer is 
between the ages of 25 and 
35, married and has one or 
two children has become 
altered in recent years,” 
said Herb Becker, president 
of the Collin County Board of 
Realtors. 
Becker explained that in 
recent years “just about 
anyone who can qualify 
financially has been able to 
buy a home.” 
As Realtors join home 
owners in the observance of 
Private Property Week, 
April 
17-23, 
the 
board 
president 
reported 
the 
following: 
“Single men and women, 
young or middle-aged, now 
are buying homes in this 
area. Ten years ago, it was

to buy homes. 
“Lenders, by law, must 
not place artificial barriers

‘And when we say ‘buyer,’ 
we don’t mean just the male 
member of the household.

Becker explained, “aims at 
emphasizing the historic 
American right for all 
citizens to own land and their 
own home.

family. Federal law will not 
permit lenders to disregard 
income of women in the 
lender’s consideration of a 
loan application.” 
Besides changes in lending 
regulations, why are more 
single men and women 
buying homes now than in 
the recent past? Becker 
attributes it to:

singles that home ownership 
is a good investment which 
can provide a substantial 
income tax saving annually. 
—The change in life styles. 
The percentage of single­ 
person households has in­ 
creased nationally from 13.1 


world to guarantee this 
right. 
“Even before the (Con­ 
stitution was written, set­ 
tlers were able to acquire 
land and had the right to sell, 
all without government 
interference. Realtors are 
committed to preserving this 
heritage,” he concluded. 


percent of all households in 
1960 to 19.6 percent, or more 
than 13 million households, 
in 1975. 
—The greater availability 
of higher paying jobs for 
women. No longer locked 
into secretarial, recep­ 
tionist, nursing and other 
jobs previously labeled “for 
women,” they are qualifying 
for 
executive 
and 
management positions, high- 
level technical and scientific 
jobs, jobs in the $20,000 and 
up salary range. 
“Home ownership is every 
bit as valid an idea for a 
single person, male or 
female, as it is for the family 
of four, Becker added. For 
both, it’s an investment in 
privacy, an investment in 
America.”

“The history of America is 
to a very great extent the 
story of the development of 
its land,” said Herb Becker, 
president 
of 
the 
Collin 
County Board of Realtors. 
His remarks were made in 
connection with the national 
observance 
of 
Private 
Property Week, April 17-23. 
‘ ‘ F o l l o w i n g 
t h e 
Revolution, America offered 
a unique opportunity for the 
common man to own land,' 
he said. “In America, land 
ownership was considered a 
civil liberty. Nowhere else in 
the world was the ownership 
of land free of feudal duties. 
“The desire to own land 
was a driving force behind 
the settlement of the United 
States. It drew immigrants 
like a magnet. It enabled 
settlers by the thousand to 
endure the hardships of the 
trek westward. 
“At the conclusion of the 
Revolution, 
the American 
government 
found itself 
faced with a serious debt. In 
1791 Congress decided to 
extinguish that debt by the 
sale of public land. 
“The Land Act of 17% 
permitted Americans to 
purchase a minimum of 640 
acres at $2 per acre. Half the 
purchase price had to be 
paid immediately. The rest 
fell due no later than the first 
anniversary of the day of 
purchase. 
“In spite of the low price, a 
land boom did not develop. 
The average man could not 
afford the price. Also, the 
program bucked a public 
attitude that land was a free 
co m m o d ity . 
S e ttle rs 
believed they were per­ 
forming a patriotic duty just 
by clearing virgin territory 
and settling it. 
For Realtors 


“Revisions of the act in 
1800 and 1804 reduced the 
minimum 
tract 
and 
liberalized the payment 
policy but did not increase 
sales 
as expected. 
The 
Preemption Act of 1841 and 
later the Homestead Act of 
1862 demonstrated a change 
in government policy. 
“The first permitted in­ 
dividuals already settled on 
a piece of land to purchase 
the property, up to 160 acres, 
from the government at $1.25 
per acre. The second Act 
provided settlers with 160 
acres of free public land 
provided they resided on it 
continuously for five years 
and paid a small registration 
fee. 
“In spite of the abundance 
of land in early America,” 
Becker pointed out, “land 
speculation 
and 
land 
speculators flourished. Their 
goal was the rapid turnover 
of undeveloped land for 
quick profit. Many famous 
early Americans, including 
G eorg e 
W ash in gton , 
engaged in land speculation 
which was not considered an 
unworthy occupation. 
‘‘U n fortu n ately,” 
he 
added, ‘‘land speculation 
had its share of deceitful 
practitioners. But even they 
played 
a 
role 
in 
the 
development of the country 
as it expanded westward. 
“Faced 
with 
the 
com­ 
petition of cheap federal 
land, speculators devised a 
scheme to sell large tracts. 
They laid out entire com­ 
munities and sold them to 
investors. Along the cities 
created in this manner were 
Cleveland, 
Toledo 
and 
Cincinnati, Ohio. 
“Very 
early 
the 
development 
of 
trans­ 


portation was linked with 
that of Private Property. 
The opening of the Erie 
Canal in 1825, for example, 
proved to be a major boost 
for New York and other 
cities which benefited from 
the traffic on the canal. 


“The railroads created an 
even greater impact. When 
the 
federal 
government 
began granting alternate 
sections of public land along 
railroad right-of-ways to 
private investors as an in­ 
centive for construction, 
railroad expansion began in 
earnest. 
The 
investors 
plotted 
the 
land 
and 
vigorously promoted its sale. 


“The largest grant of this 
kind 
was 
made 
to 
Philadelphia 
investment 
banker Jay Cooke. Cooke 
received 47 million acres in 
1864 to link Duluth, Minn., 
with Puget, Sound, Wash. By 
1917 the railroad, the Nor­ 
thern Pacific, put together at 
a cost of $70 million, could 
report that $136 million had 
been received from 
land 
sales. 


“The overriding benefit of 
land sales activities during 
the first IOO years of our U.S. 
history 
was 
that 
the 
ownership 
of 
land 
was 
distributed evenly through 
the country,” Becker con­ 
cluded. 


“Federal and state laws, 
along 
with 
professional 
standards 
advanced 
by 
organizations such as the 
National Assn. of Realtors, 
today 
have 
virtually 
eliminated the abuses of 
land speculators. It still pays 
to deal with a Realtor when 
considering an investment in 
real property.” 


Ethics Code Viewed 


“ Realtors subscribe to a 
strict Code of Ethics which 
embodies the Golden Rule in 
its preamble,” said Herb 
Becker, 
president 
of 
the 
Collin County Board 
of 
Realtors. “ It is particularly 
appropriate during Private 
Property Week, April 17-23, 
that we take a look at what 
the Code means both to home 
owners and Realtors. 


“The Code, first adopted in 
1913 by the National Assn. of 
Realtors, has been amended 
IO times. It predates the first 
state real estate licensing 
law by four years and in 
some cases it imposes higher 
standards of practice. Some 
500,000 
members 
and 
associate members of the 
organization 
voluntarily 
subscribe to it.” 


He went on to point out 
some of the highlights of the 
ethics code: 


—It is the duty of a Realtor 
to protect the public against 
fraud, misrepresentation 
and unethical practices in 
real estate transactions. 


—In 
accepting 
em­ 
ployment as an agent, a 
Realtor pledges to protect 
and promote his client’s best 
interest. However, this does 
not relieve the Realtor of the 
obligation of treating all 
parties to a transaction 
fairly. 
—A Realtor must avoid 
exaggeration, 
misrepres­ 
entation or concealment of 
pertinent facts. He has an 
obligation to look for adverse 
factors that a reasonably 
competent and diligent in­ 
vestigation would disclose. 
—The Realtor must not 
deny equal 
professional 
services to any person for 
reasons of race, creed, sex 
or country of national origin. 
“The Code," Becker ad­ 
ded, “contains 24 articles 
dealing with almost every 
aspect of the real estate 
practice and guides the 
Realtor in his professional 
conduct. 
“Unlike other codes of 
conduct which frequently 
amount 
to mere window 
dressing, the Code of Ethics 


of the National Assn. 
o) 
Realtors 
is 
enforced 
Violation of the Code coulc 
result in severe penalties foi 
a Realtor found at fauli 
during a hearing of his or hei 
local board of Realtors. 
“The significance of th< 
Code of Ethics to real estat< 
practice in the United State: 
can be measured by a singh 
statistic. 
Members 
oi 
associate members of th< 
National Assn. have playe< 
an important role in makinj 
it possible for more than si) 
out of every ten Americai 
families to own their owl 
homes.”

“As the National Assn. of 
Realtors approaches its 70th 
anniversary next year, its 
500,000

Realtors and home owners

“In looking back now, it is 
difficult 
to 
imagine that 
formal training in the real 
estate field in this country 
did not exist before 1904, and 
that not until the mid 1920’s 
did good textbooks on the 
subject exist in any num­ 
ber.” 


Tips Given 


He noted that historical 
credit for the first attempt to 
establish some form of real 
estate training belongs to the 
Real 
Estate 
Board 
of 
Brokers of New York City. In 
1904, that board sponsored 
lectures on the subject at the 
West Side YMCA. By 1913, 
this initial effort had spread 
all over the country. Formal 
texts on real estate did not 
play a part in the education 
process because they did not 
exist. 
“The 
lack 
of 
formal 
training in the real estate 
field evidently plagued the 
founders of the National 
Assn. of Realtors in 1908,” 
Becker said. “This concern 
was reflected in one of their 
objectives: the compilation 
of relevant information in 
the field. 
“The association took its 
first steps in real estate 
education five years later 
when it adopted a Code of 
Ethics; began a program to 
license its members as 
qualified practitioners; and 
implemented

conventional or busy and 
informal? 


—Know what you can 
afford. In today’s economy, 
the home should cost about 
two times the family’s an­ 
nual gross income. Monthly 
mortgage payments should 
not exceed 25 percent of the 
monthly 
income. 
These 
guides are not fixed; they 
are changed by a family’s 
other obligations. 


—Check all your assets for 
down 
payment 
money: 
savings, investments, in­ 
surance loan value and 
others. And, together with 
your Realtor, explore all 
sources for mortgage money 
at the most reasonable in­ 
terest rate. 


—Be realistic. Be willing 
to compromise between your 
“dream house” and the 
home you can afford. 


-Remember, the larger 
the down payment, the lower 
the monthly payment. Since 
a lower monthly down 
payment might enable the 
buyer to qualify for “more 
home, 
that compromise 
about your dream house 
could turn out to be only a 
small one. 


—Thoroughly inspect the 
homes you are shown. Your 
Realtor will see that you 
have enough time for an 
unhurried inspection. He or 
she will also call your at­ 
tention to improvements and 
advantages 
you 
might 
overlook. 


—Don’t hesitate to ask 
your Realtor questions about 
the home, surrounding land, 
neighborhood, 
property 
taxes, or anything else about 
the home. 


“No question is ‘foolish” if 
it involves the largest single 
investment a family will 
make in a lifetime,” Becker 
said. 


“Following these basic 
tips will help to eliminate the 
confusion, wheel spinning, 
and disappointment that 
sometimes 
occurs 
for 
families that plod ahead 
without advance planning or 
consultation with a Realtor.
